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In the twinkling of an eye yester¬ 
day’s matinee of ‘‘Dst in tsiliot ia *it 
the Grand opera house became a real 
tragedy, when death. _s\vift and sure, 
came to J. It. Davis, of the lmlu Sut¬ 
ton Theatrical company, as he was 
speaking his lines on the stage. Mr. 
Davis was talking to Miss Cora Mor¬ 
ris, who was enacting the part of 
Moselle, when he was stricken, pre¬ 
sumably with heart disease. He had 
just remarked to Miss Morris, “Aren’t 
you glad to see me, Moselle?” when 
suddenly he straightened up and fell 
forward toward Miss Morris. She 
partly broke his fall, but the lifeless 
manner in which he struck the stage 
indicated to sonic in the audience, # as 
well as those on the stage, that some¬ 
thing serious had happened to him. 































Praiseworthy Calmness. 

Although knowing that his part did 
not call for a fall* Miss Morris and 
Fred Wilson, who also was on the 
•stage, showed remarkable presence of 
mind. To their calmness in the trying 
situation was ■ due the failure of the 
audience to grasp the full significance 
of what had happened, thus averting 
undue excitement which, especially in 
such a large assembly of children, 
might have caused a panic. 

Miss Morris, realizing that Mr. Davis, 
fall meant something unusual, never¬ 
theless bent oyer him and asked. 

What is the matter, Dick?" while 
Mr. Wilson asked, "Are you sick, 
Dick, old man?" Dandy Dick being the 
part which Mr. Davis was pro tray mg. 

Miss Morris and Mr, Wilson endeav¬ 
ored to carry the lifeless form from the 
stage, but knew the moment they 
lifted it that assistance was needed. 

Lifeless Clay, 

‘i’ll call the boys," said Miss Mor¬ 
ris as she went to one side of the 

! ^ 

Stage and summoned several members 
of the company by calling them by 
the names they had assumed for the 
play, in that manner continuing to, 
keep the audience in ignorance* of what 
had happened. 

While out in view of the audience 
the first act was being brought to its 
conclusion, back of the scenes every¬ 
thing possible was being done to re¬ 
vive Mr, Davis. All efforts to aid him 
were futile, and when Dr, Renick, who 
had been summoned, arrived, he pro¬ 
nounced the man dead. To some of 
those on the stage it appeared that 
Mr. Davis died so quietly that he was 
lifeless before bis body struck the 
stage. 













Sorrowing Scene. 

Sireng- and pitying aiw carried the 
body to Mr. Davis* to the dressing room 
ami lho$o present (fid oil they could for 
hi* grief-stricken wife* Mr, Davis* 
married life was most happy. He and 
his young wife were most deeply in love 
with each other, amt the members of 
ihe company were well aware of the 
deep and tender sentiment which ex¬ 
isted between them.

On Sunday, Oct. 1, 1905, Voloey Dick¬ 
ey, one of the oldest citizens of Yellow- 
head, died at his home in Grant Park, 
after an illness of almost a year. He 
was born in Fountain County, Ind TJ in 
'N33, and came with his parents to Yel¬ 
low head in 1834, and has since resided 
here almost continuously.

One of Momenee's Pioneer Women 
Passes Away 
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LIVED IN COUNTY FOR YEARS 
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Funeral Held From Methodist 

Church on Monday With Bur¬ 
ial at Kankakee 

Momcnce was called upon during 
the past week to mourn the loss of 
one of its oldest and- most beloved 
women. Mrs. Calvin Drayer died 
at her home in this city at a late 
hour Thursday night. While it 
was known that Mrs, Drayer was 
not in the best of health, none 
were prepared to hear of her pass¬ 
ing away, and the news that the 
end had come caused a shadow of 
sorrow to settle over the city, 
where she had spent so many years 
For several years the deceased had 
been a partial invalid, but through 
it all she never complained, in fact 
her cheerfulness was an inspira¬ 
tion to ail who knew her. For sev¬ 
eral weeks she had been slowly 
failing and the end came peaceful¬ 
ly at about eleven o’clock Thurs¬ 
day night. 

Clara Vining was the daughter 
of Mr, and Mrs. Jefferson Vining. 
pioneer settlers of Kankakee coun¬ 
ty. She was born near Kankakee 
on March 1 t 1850, in a log cabin 
which was one of the first to be 
built in that section. Her early 
life was spent in the vicinity of 
her birth. She experienced all the 
hardships and privations of the 
pioneer; which had much to do 
with the developing of the beauti¬ 
ful traits of character which made 
her a general favorite with all dur¬ 
ing her entire life. When a yousg 
girl she moved with her parents to 
a farm on the Iroquois river, about 
five miles southeast of Kankakee. 
She attended the Kankakee city 
schools and t ook advantage of ev¬ 
ery opportunity to equip herself 
for life in an educational way. 
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On February 17 t 1868 t she was 
united to Mr* Calvin Drayer and 
shortly thereafter they established 
a home on a farm adjoining her 
father's farm on the Iroquois river* 
About 32 years ago, they mov¬ 
ed to Momence. For many years 
they conducted the Columbia 
Hotel, near the C* & E. I, depot. 
Mrs* Drayer was an ideal landlady, 
and the hotel soon became known 
as one of the most homelike in this 
part of the country. The hotel was 
largely patronized by trainmen, 
who looked upon Mrs, Drayer as a 
mother. The many kindnesses and 
attentions which she bestowed up¬ 
on the guests, endeared her to the 
traveling public, and it was with 
regret that they saw the hotel 
pass into other hands* It was sev¬ 
eral years agio that Mr. and Mrs, 
Drayer decided to retire and enjoy 
in a quiet way the fruits of their 
many years of toil. They built a 
beautiful home on Sixth street, 
and here they have spent several 
happy years „ as a reward of well 
spent lives. 

Mrs. Drayer was the mother of a 
son and three daughters. She had 
the satisfaction of seeing them all 
comfortably located in life, and 
the frequent visits of her loved 
ones was one of the great comforts 
of her latex years. The devotion 
of her husband during the years of 
her partial helplessness has been 
inspiring, and did much to make 
her life one of continued happiness 

Early in life she united with the 
Methodist church and the service 
which she gave to the church will 
ever be lovingly remembered by 
those interested in the advance of 
Christianity. So long as her health 
permitted, she took an active part 
in every phase of the church s life. 
Her activities for good extended 
far beyond the church, as she was 
ever ready to help the community, 
humanity and the individual. No 
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one in trouble or distress over call¬ 
ed upon her in vain. While she 
did much for the community 7 it 
was in her home that her heaits 
interests were most concerned. She 
Joyed to minister to her loved ones, 
and In return she was given loving 
attention in her declining years, 
Momence and this community ts n 
better place to live in because Mrs.

Mr Erickson was 62 years of age 
having been born in Norway on 
April 22, 1863. He grew to man- 
hood in his native land, and tor 
many years followed the sea. in 
this capacity he visited nearly ev¬ 
ery country in the world, and had 
a wide knowledge of the seaports 
of the world. After giving up the 
sea he sailed the great lakes for 
some years, after which he entered 
a textile factory in the west anti 
learned the business in every de¬ 
tail. Some years ago he organized 
a company and erected a textile 
factory at St. Charles. Ill, which 
he conducted for several years. He 
later moved to Michigan City, 
from which place he tame to Mo- 
menee about six years ago. He built 
a large factory building here, ami 
the plant proved a success From the 
start. He had a wide knowledge of 
the textile market and soon estab¬ 
lished a trade which extended to 
every part of the countiy. By close 
attention to business and persistent 
solicitation, the business conti nu- 
ed to grow by leaps and bounds, 
until at the present time the pro¬ 
ducts of the plant are m big de¬ 
mand in every part of the country. 

Mr. Erickson at once became in¬ 
terested in everything that per¬ 
tained to Momence, and was active 
in many ways. He was an enttuisias- 
tic Mason, being a member of the

VV hiie Temporarily insane, Caused by 
Pain, Me Walks Into the River. 


J. B. Fish, a retired farmer, and one 


of the most highly respected men of 
the community, suddenly disappeared 
from his home, Tuesday morning, May 
2, and everything indicates that he 
might have sought rest in the waters 
of the Kankakee. 

Mr. Fish had been a sufferer from a 
cancer in his throat for about a year 
and recently submitted to a surgical 
operation for the same, but this only 
furnished temporary' relief. At the 
time of his departure he was in charge 
of two nurses, 1 Miss Beulah Coade, a 
trained nurse, of Chicago, and Mr. Jas. 
McPherson. At midnight, Monday, the 
patient was resting easy and the nurse 
in charge was taking some needed rest. 
Mr. Fish quietly arose and securing his 
hat and one sock, started for the river. 
His tracks were plainly seen in the dust 
of the street leading to the river. 
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His absence was discovered about l 
o clock in the morning, by his wife, 
and the neighbors were notified. Ar¬ 
thur Beyerlein and Win. Riley followed 
the tracks to the river and found the 
patient's hat floating on the water. 
The whole population was soon aware, 
of the fact that the man had likely , 
been drowned and the banks of the riv- , 
er were lined with people. AH the , 
boats possible were secured and the 
river was searched down to Miller's Is¬ 


land. rhis failing, the river was drag¬ 
ged with a barbed wire, and on Tues¬ 
day night search lights were used to 
scan the bed of the river, all without 
success. His son, Arthur Fish, spent 
many hours in the boat and no efforts 
were spared to find the missing man. 
Wednesday, dynamite was exploded in 
various points of the river, still without 
accomplishing the object. 

Mr. Fish was about seventy-five years 
old and was in comfortable circum¬ 
stances. He was a successful farmer 
for many years and had by his indus¬ 
try and perseverance, become one of 
the substantial men of the community. 
He was a member of the M. E. church, 
and a man of excellent character. 

It is generally conceded that if he 
took his ow n life, it was because the 
intense suffering had caused him to be 
temporarily insane.
